MODEL SCHOOLS, 


From the London Daily Advertiser. 


The official visit of Mr. G. W.. Ross, 
Government Inspector of Model Sehools, 
to this city on Monday, was made the 
occasion for ,publicly explaining some 
of the advantages of the system. With 
this view, in the afternoon, there as-’ 
sembled in the eastern room of the old 

mnasium, Inspector Dearness, of East 

iddlesex, who had control of the .or- 
ot of the school ; Mr. B. Cronyn, 
Jhairman of the Board of Education ; 
‘Trustees Sippi, R. Reid, McIntosh, 
Millar and Sharman ; Inspector Boyle ; 
a number of city teachers aud the teach- 
ers of London East and Petersville, 
Ahese latter by the permission of their 
respective Boards. The pupils attend- 
ing the Model School were also in at- 
tendante, and listen@l with interest to 
several instructive, chatty discourses 
from Inspectot Ross, gaining therefrom 
a good deal of information in regard to 
the duties for which they are fitting 


| themselves. Afterwards, Mr. Ross ex- 


plained to those assembled the merits 
of the new departure in the instruction 
of intending teachers. He said, the 
place which a Model School is expected 
to occupy in our system is a very im- 
portant one. At the present moment 
more than sixty per cent. of the schools 
in Ontario are in the handa of third- 
class teachers. This necessarily means 
that a good deal of our school work is 
imperfectly done. The system of es- 
tablishing Model Schools, and utilizing 
the present system, ia a very good one, 
and must result in a great improvement 
in the standing of our teachers. The 
ourse of studies embraces lecturés on 
school. management and discipline, and 
the best way of dealing with minor of- 
fefices, together with lectures on the 
best methods of teaching.. These lee- 
tures are supposed to comprise the 
matured experience of the best teachers, 


communicated both orally and in writ- | 


ing. In addition, there is the oppor- 
tunity of practical olservation in the 

r sakeal classes, and if the London

The 
length of the Amazon from the source 
of the Ucayali in the mountains of 
Cuzco to where it falls into the Atlantic, 
is given at 3,900 miles, and that of the 


Yang tse Kiang or Kiang Ku, the great 


river of China, at 3,000 miles If our 
estimate is correct the Nile will take 
the first place in point of length, as it 
unquestionably does in history, and in 
the benefits it bestows, and has bestow- 
ed for thousands of years upon the 
human race, 

It is both interesting and instructive 
to notice how closely the principal 
river-systems of all the continents re- 
semble each other, and how thoroughly 
they are constructed on one and the 
same principle, only modified by the 
disposition and direction of the moun- 
tain-masses from which they derive 
their waters, Thus in Africa, the Nile, 
the Congo, gnd the Zambesi all take 
their rise on the great sub-central 
equatorial plateau, and distribute its 
waters to the North, East, and West. 
In Asia the Indus, the Ganges, the 
Brahmapootra and the Yang-tee-Kiang 
spring from the borders of the great 
Thibetian platform and fali respectively 
into the Indian Ocean, the Bay of Ben- 
gal, and the China Sea. In Europe, the 


Rhine, the Rhone, the Po, and the. 


Danube draw their infant springs from 
the glaciers of the central "knot of the 
Alpine chain, and convey them to the 
German Ocean, the Gulf of Lyons, the 
Adriatic, and the Black Sea, In North 
America, the fountains of the Missouri- 
Mississippi, the Oregon, the Mackenzie, 
and the Saskatchewan, all lie on that 
“knot” of the Rocky Mountains which 
is intersected by the parallel of fifty 
degrees North latitude, and the meridian 
of one hundred and twenty degrees 
West longitude, and distribute their 
waters to the Pacific and Arctic Oceana, 
and to the remote shores of Hudson's 
Bay and the Gulf of Mexico. In South 
America, though the arrangement of the 
chief intercourses is necessarily modified 
by the disposition of the mountain 
ranges, which lie so near the Pacific 
coast as to preclude the existence of 
any great river on their Western slope, 
the same principle may be seen to pre- 
vail, the Mailalena, the Orinoco, tho 
Amazon, and the La Plata drawing their 
head-waters from the high table-land 
which forms the body of the Andes, 
and carrying ite drainage northward 
into the Caribbean Sea, and castward 
and southward into the Atlantic Ocean. 

If we examine the secondary or sub- 
sidiary watersystoms, we shall find 
quite as obvious a resemblance. The 
St, Lawrence, the Volga, the Sagalien, 
the Euphrates, and the Niger each hav- 
ing an independent basin of its own, 
while the rivers of Siberia which dis- 
embogue into the Arctic Ocean find 
their representatives in those European 
rivers which flow into the Baltic, and 
the Elbe which falls into the German 
Ocean. In North America they are re- 
presented by the streams of Maine, 
Massqchusetts, and Connecticut, by the 
Hudson, the Delaware, and all those 
which empty into the Atlantic as far 
down as Florida. In South America 
they are reproduced in the rivers of 
Guiana and Brazil, and in Africa in the | 
Senegambia, and in the more southern | 
| streams of the Great Fish ‘iver, the 
Orange river, and the rivers of Natal 
and Mozambique. 


THE WAR. 


The attempts of the Kussians and 
their allies, the Roumanians, to obtain 
possession of Plevna may be considered 
to be ended for the present, Osman 
Pasha's arniy having been reinforced by 
20,000 men and revictualled and, sup- 
plied with ammunition, so as to make 
it impregnable, at least to the force now 
before it, The Roumanians have suf- 
fered a severe and merited defeat in an 
imsane attempt to capture the second 
Griviea redoubt. .Suleiman Pasha still 
holds his positions at the Shipka pass,

ceived Jarge reinforcements, has with- 
drawn to his former position on the 
other side of the Kara Lom. In Asia 
Minor a battle was expected, but no 
news of that tenor has arrived. The 
rains have setin;and form a serious 
obstacle to military movements, The 
Russians have many sick of fever and 
ague and dysentery. It is hoped that 
during the cessation of active operations 
this winter the good offices of the other 
powers may be efficient in negotiating 
a peace which shall be honourable to 
both combatants.

Wasniworon, Sept, 24.—It is announced 
that the residence of ex-Attorney-General 
Williams is in the market, if a desirable ten- 
ant can be found for it.

Sufterings of # Shipwrecked Crew in the 
Aretic Regions. 


(From the Bowton Herald.) 

New Beprorp, Sept. 26.—The bark A. 
Houghton, 219 tons, Capt. James G. Sin- 
clair, sailed from thie port May 23, 1876, 
for a whaling voyage in Hudson's Bay, with 
the intention of working into the bay aa soon 
as the ice should break up, and winteri 
there, so as to take ad of the whal-. 
ing seaton as soon as the ice should break 
this year. All went well antil Jane 12, 
1877, when, at half-past three p.m, in a 
thick snow-storm, the bark ran upon a reef 
mm the bay, and about twenty-five miles 
southeast of Cape Fullerton, and became a 
total wreck. Capt. Sinclair and most of the 
crew have arrived home, and relate the fol- 
lowing interesting tale of their perilous ad- 
ventures : 

The vessel brought up om an even keel, 
but as the tide receded she rolled over, stove 
in her port side, and filled with water. The 
bark had taken about 200 hefrels of oil, and 
000 pounds of whalebone, and officers and 
crew immediately went to work to save 
what they could, and sueceeded in getting 
out all the whalebone and a quantity of pro- 
visions, which they boated about a mile to 
field ice, and then dragged over the iee to a 
high reck, where they remained eight days. 
They had ne fuel, and suffered much from 
cold, though they built tents of the vessel's 
taile, which partially sheltered them. At 
the end of eight days, the whaling schooner 
Abbie Bradford, Oupt. Fisher, of New Bed- 
ford, gladdened their eyes, and, soon dis- 
covering them, came to their relief, taking: 
had saved off the rock, 
transported them fifteen miles south. 
westerly to Depot Island, where they were 
landed and the summer quite com- 
fortably. When the season wasso far ad. 
vanced that it was necetsary to leave the 
bay or run the risk of ‘being frozen in ano- 
ther winter, the schooner took them off the 
island, and sailed, Aug, 15, for home.

The Rubsians have at last gained a 
victory, which with their usual arro- 
gance they proclaim to bo a final and 
complete one, over the Turkish army in 
Armenia, under Muchtar Pasha To 
quote the pompous style of the dispatch 
—“The Turkish army in Asia has 
ceased to exist as a military unit.” It 
goes on to say that Muchtar Pasha’s 
army was cut in two, that he was driven 
to take refuge under the guns of Kara, 
and that the other division of his army 
was obliged to surrender, that thirty- 
two battalions beeame prisoners of war, 
and that thirty-five pieces of artillery 
and a great number of horses fell into 
the hands of the victors. We must, 
however, receive this intelligence with 
some reserve. The Czar is bound to 
take the most of any success his gen- 
erala may achieve, in order to raise the 
drooping spirits of his soldiers, and 
allay the rising discontent at home on 
_-pecount of the ill success of leis arms. 
Muchtar Pasha too tells a different 
story ; he acknowledges a repulse, which 
he attributes to the large reinforcements 
Ale Russians have received, and to the 
fact that they brought 200 guns into 
action. He says he has “ retreated to 
prepare his revenge.” 

All is quiet in the Shipka pass; the 
snow there is over three feet deep, which 
precludes all possibility of carrying on 
operations. A battle is reported immi- 
nent between Suleiman Pasha and the 
Cmrowitch. The combined Russian 
and Roumanian forces are carrying on 
\ their approaches to Plevna, The latter 
have pushed their sap to within thirty 
metres of the Indgrivitz redoubt, which 
is maid to be abandoned by its garrison,
